• His philosophy became with its topics all the 
ideological aspects - the integrated philosophical 
language with him for he may be considered the 
founder of the philosophical languge because he is 
the inventor of the technical terms' golossary - his 
setting down of logic and his doctrine in 
measurement. 

• Aristotles' methodology in research and deduction of 
facts and comprising it in a rich and fertile out 
setting. 

• Aristotles set up the principles of the material 
methodology which we still are inspired from in 
research and the invasion of nature. 
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implications clearly evident represented in the deduction 
of a new outcome, namely, the entrance of man in the 
Greek philosophers' ideology and his complete elation 
over nature. Also their utilization of a new methodology 
represented in convincing, tempting and changing the 
objective from philophizising and from thin ring, and 
their establishment of the science of speech and 
Sophistatian controversy, whence they controversially 
treated the well known philosophical doctrines: for they 
have set down fixed foundations to the sciences of 
dialogue and controversy. 

4. There is yet another epistemological rupture with. 
Socrates. For Socrates has superseded all previous 
pluiosophies by founding the ethics science and the 
philosophy of concepts - Socrates walked a new path in 
research and philosophy and Ins methodology in 
research was known to be offensive and generative. 

5. There is a new epistemological niture with Plato which 
he elucidated with his predecessors. The implications of 
this rupture were represented in - the theory of 
memorization and the concept of purity, whence purity 
is of the most important ethical concept with Plato - the 
rising and deterioration controversy as a new 
controversial methodology - dialectic has become the 
methodology of partition or the analysis of concepts 
being the new methodology in analysis and 
composition. 

5. The final epistemological rupture we can find with 
Aristoles. Evidences and implications are represented in 
what the first scholar upbrought of epismotological 
rapture with his master Plato's philosophy as follows: 
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Plato controversy methodology is our means of such 
knowledge. The rising movement in the Plato controversy 
methodology is the movement through winch we can upgrade 
and reach from one idea to the next till we reach an idea or 
example winch is virture to Plato. 

And in section (six), titled "Aristotles, the departing 
example to the descriptive identity of objects". 

Whence we clarified how aritstoles enlarged of the 
scopes of knowledge such that he conferred human mind the 
capacity to know all that is. 

As for the conclusion, we clarified in it the results which 
we achieved through the research, of which we refer to the 
most significant: 

1. There is an epistemological rupture between the 
naturalists whose main features are represented in the 
development of the new language... a new methodology 
and this appeared due to the change in the legendary 
interpretation of objects and the use of sense and mind 
in scientific interpretation which replaced it - a new 
hypothesis which results from the naturalists' attempt to 
interpret the secrets of the universe by observing, 
thinking and deducing and their reaching a material 
interpretation to the essence of existence, then their 
advocation of the unity of matter. 

2. We find the second rupture with Enkagoras and Ins 
discovery of the mind concept, for the has been brought 
to interpreting motion instead of interpreting by love 
and hatred with Ampidoclip. Mind is not only 
distinguished from matter, whence appears his new 
methodology. 

3. The greatest epistemological rupture with the 
Soplustatians with respect to the predecessors has its 



in the background and manipulating them. Then the 
development of such ideology to the naturalistic concept, 
when it seems that the phenomenon of change from which 
matters are carried away, making them arise and perish, is it 
itself which has attracted the first Greek philosophers' 
attention, whence they proceeded into research and meditation 
in nature in view of revealing this element winch retains its 
constancy against change. 

And in section (three), titled "Enksagoras and the 
concept of the mind" we found that Inskagoras concluded by 
stating that what pushes matter and moves it is not necessarily 
the machine but rather the mind. And Inksagoras is considered 
the first philosopher capable of clearly distinguishing between 
the mind on the one side and matter on the other. That is to say 
that Enksgagoras is he who has introduced the lotos (mind) 
concept into the atoms, which was an introduction to Plato's 
and Aristotles' eras. 

And in section (four), titled "The scientific trend and the 
philosophy of concepts" we found that Socrates merited 
through his way in treating ethical concepts via setting general 
definitions that Aristotles should consider him founder of the 
science of ethics. This being that he has attempted to establish 
tin's science on firm bases of definitions. And definitions, as 
we well know, are the backbone on which any science is 
established. He was thenceforth also considered the 
evangelizer of concepts philosophy, that is to say, that aspect 
of logic concerned with the problem of definitions. 

And in section (five), titled "Plato from the concept 
extracted from sense to the departing example" we found that 
the sense world is connected for him with the mind world. So 
we have to proceed from the first to the second when we attain 
the knowledge of a truth upon which we can rely. And the 
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3. That development attributed to the theory of science 
itself. 

For the research objective is the interpretation of the 
quality conversions which have taken place in the history of 
Greek philosophy through the works of great philosophers till 
the era of Artistoles, and I have clarified how forensic 
overlooking occurred in philosophical concepts on the one 
part, and how upgrading and development in the 
methodologies of those philosophers and the ways of their 
deduction on the other part. And 1 have interpreted the 
qualitative conversions which have been realized on the level 
of the basic inputs upon which the philosophical Greek 
outsettiiig has relied. 

I have divided the research into an introduction, six 
sections and a conclusion. 

As for the introduction, I reviewed in it the research 
topic, the significance of the used methodology in its treatise 
and the research sections. 

In section (one), titled "the thesis methodology and its 
theoretical framework" I reviewed the epistemological theory 
with the contemporary French philosopher Gaston Bachelard. 
All that being in view of clarifying the methodology we shall 
treat, and that concept of the methodology we shall apply on 
the history of Greek philosophy since its beginning till 
Aristotles era. 

In section (two), titled "form the legend to the naturalist 
ideology" 1 have interpreted how Greek philosophical ideology 
transcended from the legendry level to the philosophical 
natural ideological level, whence we discover that 
philosophical ideology precedent to naturalistic philosophers 
was of a legendry nature, and it used to interpret natural and 
normal phenomena by referring them to hidden forces working 



versus the quantitative accumulations which have formed the 
essence of the conventional methodologies. 

And despite that the concept of epistemological rupture 
was prepared by Gaston Bachelard through his study of the 
development of contemporary physical science, this concept, 
however, is the epismotolgy which can be exploited in 
interpreting the development occurring in the other fields of 
human knowledge. 

I have now clarified the implication of the 
epismotolgical rupture concept, which informs us about the 
firm connection between epismotology and world history. 

In this respect, I explained that science - any science at 
large - passes' during its history through two principle and 
distinguished phases: 

1. The autonomous daily practice phase winch is 
overweighed by the ideological nature. 

2. The theoretical formulation phase of the basic rules and 
general principles and which render epistemology a 
practical knowledge in the exact sense of the word. 

As for epistemological rupture, it is the dividing limit 
between those two phases, not being the instant chronical 
divider, nor the fast change winch results in a totally new 
matter, for it is more or less a complex path of interlaced 
extremities, resulting in a new and distinguished phase in 
scientific history. 

Whereas for the benchmarks and evidences winch 
identify the voice of epismotological rupture in ideological 
history; via: 

1 . The new concepts developed within science. 

2. The new curricula which allow the solving of problems, 
and winch form an obstacle before development within 
science. 



Thesis Summary 



We would like to refer to the fact that our research topic 
deals with the interpretation of Greek philosophy and its 
aspects of development since its dawn in the sixteenth century 
B.C. till Aristotles' era, with a new methodology winch we 
believe has not previously been used; thenceforth we attempt 
to depict the features of this new methodology. 

Studies and research works - in the field of Greek 
philosophy - were entrapped in the traditional methodologies 
winch relied on the ideological history based on the principle 
of quantitative accumulations which have ruptured every link 
to contemporary methodologies winch can be extracted from 
scientific epistemology. 

And the quantitative accumulation principle, which is 
considered the essence of the aboveinentioned methodologies, 
barely benefits us more than mfoiining us of the historical 
accumulations, for instance that Elian Xenon is a naturalist 
successor, and that Democritus is a successor thereto, without 
interpreting to us the missing link that realized that both of 
them succeeded the naturalist philosophers. 

The deficiency of the conventional methodologies is 
what has led us to depend on new and contemporary 
methodologies benefited from scientific history epistemology 
whose consistency is the epistemological rupture prepared by 
Gaston Bachelard in Ins book "The Formation of the Scientific 
Spirit". 

This principle endeavours to assist us in interpreting the 
history of Greek philosophy in the time epoch which we have 
selected, an interpretation relying on the concept of quality 
conversions through which this philosophy has transcended 
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
